JAPAN. 

The news from Japan contains no point of interest. Some 
surprise is expressed that Mr. Alcock should have returned to 
Yedo without having first ascertained that steps had been taken 
to apprehend the murderers of Mr. Heusken ; but as no active 
ateps were taken by Mr. Harris, the American Consul, in this 
matter, whose ‘personal interest was so much greater, we do 
not think that our consul is to be blamed for his conduct. 

By the latest adwices wo learn that Mr. Alcock was at Osaca, 
and intended to accompany H.MS. Ringdove in her survey of 
the harbour. 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 


‘The following items are from the I'gling Gaztte :—The fol- 
lowing is an edict relative to the capture, recapture, and second. 
capture of Hai-yen, reported by the Tartar General and Go- 
vernor of Hangchow and Imperial Commissioner here :— 

Sui-chang and Wang-yu-ling have reported the recapture of 
Hai-yen, and the defeat of the Rebels at Chung-li. 

In March last the Rebels took Hai-yen, and it was recaptured 
in April by the degraded General Chang-wei-pang who had been 
despatched by Sui-chang in aid of the acting Commander-in- 
chief of Keang-nan, Tscvg-ping-chum. 

‘The Rebels who bad taken up their quarters at Chung-li 
were also attacked by the degraded Major-General Mih-siug- 
chao and their water post destroyed, their boats sunk, and 
their barricades burnt; and Ting-hu district is ‘(conse 
quently) quite cleared of Rebels. 

‘We have received a memorial from Hsich-huau ‘that 
after Hai-yen was retaken it was again taken on the 17th of 
April, that a portion of the Rebels had gone on to Chapu, and 
that the Lieutenant-General Hsieh-ling-an was not to be found 
and also that Ping-hu Hsun had fallen. 

The officers therefore reported by Sui-chang with the excep- 
tion of Hsich-ling-ah and Mih-sing-chao whose whereabouts 
Sui-chang must discover and report, General Tseng-ping- 
chaun, Colonel Huang-chin-yu, and other menitorious officers, 
must wait till Hai-yen is retaken, when we will issue our 
orders with regard to their reward or punishment. 

From Peking the little news we have is satisfactory, a very 
good understanding existing between the foreign legations and 
the Prince of Kung. The Emperor's health was improving, 
and his return to the capital was apparently the only thing 
required to restore confidence, and rescue it from the stagnant 
state into which it has fallen, Mr. Bruce has, in some mea- 
sure, removed the restriction which prevented British subjects 
from visiting the capital. 

THE YANG-1SE-KIANG.’ 

The weather at Hankow has been very stormy, with heavy 
falls of rain. All the low ground around Haukow seemed 
under water, and the inhabitants appeared much afraid that 
the town itself would be flooded. The current of the Yang- 
tse had greatly increased in force, and vessels found good hold- 
ing ground in situations eligible for the discharge of cargo, 
very difficult to meet with. Anchorage in the Han river during 
the freshes seemed impossible, on account of the “Chow Chow” 
water and the shifting nature of the bottom; the best situa- 
tion seems to be opposite to Han-yang. Nothing but steam 
vessels could find safety. A good deal of activity was observa- 
ble among the natives at Hankow, many boats laden with 
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China goods were to be scen moving about ; but the streets 
were not thronged, and little more than half the shops were 
open. No especial apprehension of Rebels was expressed, and 
small, but well-found, Mandarin-boats seemed numerous, For 
foreign imports no demand whatsoever existed, and sales even 
in barter could not be effected to any extent. Storage-room 
was very difficult to meet with, and the Chincse asked 
high rents. Samples representing a few chops of Congou 
were on view, and two or three parcels have been pur- 
chased at 22 to 25 tacls short price.. Tho quality of these 
samples was not unusually good, and they were not very well 
made in leaf. No large quantity of tea (except, perhaps, under 
contract) appeared to be immediately looked for. 

‘The Yangtse had overflowed fits banks very generally above 
Nanking, thercby increasing the difficulties of navigation to 
vessels ascending the stream. Below Kiukiang very tew boats 
are to be seen, and as Nanking is approached a sense of solitude 
oppresses the traveller. ‘The Rebels are laying a desultory siege 
to Chin-kiang, and it is the effect of their stray shots which 
has driven the British Consul to Silver Island. 


TIEN-TSIN. 

From Tien-tsin we learn that the Prussian Consul has been 
carrying on some negotiations with Tsunghow, We believe 
that Baron Eulenberg wanted to go to Peking, bit could not ar- 
range matters with the official at Tien tsin. The trade in na- 
tive juuks at this port is said to have been quite paralysed by 
the civil commotions in the Southern provinces, and particu- 
larly by the fall of Soochow. The prospects of a brisk foreign 
trade springing up here are still as encouraging as ever, bué the 
native trade is said to be paralysed owing to the fall of Soochow 
and the disturbed state of the Southern provinces. The number 
of junks which entered the port in the spring of 1860, between 
the breaking up of the river ice, and the 25th May, was 1,200, 
whereas this year during the same period scarcely more than 
twenty have entered. Mr, Mongan, the acting-consul, Las esta-

CHEFOO. 

By the last accounts from Chefoo everything was dull, house- 
rents high, aud the people very extortionate, which simply means 
as anxious to get large profits as we are ourselves whenever we 
can command the market. The climate is reported to be 
pleasant, seventy degrees being the maximum temperature. 

NEW-CHWANG, 

From New-Chwang. the newly opened port in Manchuria, 
accounts have been ‘received describing it as situated in a 
low, flat, swampy country. The town stands on a creek 
cight miles from the mdin river and eighty from its mouth. 
It is approached by a very tortuous river which is full of sand 
banks. About fifteen miles below New-Chwang the river forms 
into two branches, one of which called Wy-leaou-ho runs on 
about 330 miles to Le-mun-tun, a place of great trade. The 
other branch, called the Le-leaou-ho, goes on to Mard-ka, At 
Tai-tsze the Tien-tsin and Shangtung junks load, while those | 
from Ningpo and Shanghai load at Yenko. There is a large 
junk trade at both theso places, which export pens, beans, 
tobacco, pea-cake, oil, and drugs, Yenko is a filthy place of 
mud huts built in a swamp, the strects so full of uncleanliness 
that it is difficult to walk about, and nothing is to be seen but 
poverty and dirt. The country all round is flat, with not a 
Vlade of grass to relicve the eye. Cattle and a few frnits are 
procurable with difficulty. Altogether the prospects of this 
port are not encouraging. 

SHANOHAL 

Her Majesty’s ships Enesunter and Flamer left Shanghai for 
Chayoo. Having anchored as close in as the depth of water 
would admit, Captain Dew, accompanied by Mr, Alabaster, the 
interpreter, procecded on shore displaying a flag of truce. 
They landed this time withont opposition, the place apnea

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The “Chinese Foreign Legion” has been disbanded, and 
the following account is given of its termination — 
“On the 11th of May last this band, who were reduced to 
seventy, made a night attack upon Tsing-poo, in which, owing 
to the failure of great assistance promised by their Chinese 
brethren in arms, they were completely worsted. Que hundred 
dollars each was to have rewarded their success, but after 
fighting one hour and forty minutes their attempt became 
hopeless. At dawn twenty-three of the European ussailants 
were hors de combat, along with five Chinamen.” The North 
China Herald thus describes matters after the repulse :— 

“They buried three of the dead, namely, Boyer (Act@on), Shaw and 
Foley (merchantmen). the only funeral service being a few rounds of 
musketry and a handful of clay cast by each upon the grave of their dead. 
comrades. The wounded were sent to Soon-kong. All were more or 
less hurt—a drummer (Actaon), Street (R.A.), Darby, Peters, and 
Brown, dangerously. They saw nothing of the twenty gunboats and 
9,000 men who were to have co-operated with them, until they met them. 
on their return about three miles from the city. After this affair they 
were directed by their captain not to land at Shanghai, but to proceed to 
Woostng, where vessels would be provided for them as quarters, and to 
return in six weeks, during which time their pay should continue. 

“ Most of them, however, fell into the hands of the parties in search of 
them, and have been handed over to their Consuls, of whom the British 
alone has brought any of them to trial. ¢ 

“The first time an expedition was sent up the river to try and capture 
these men. a courier had been despatched to warn them of the approach 
of a gun-boat, when they were got into heavy marching order and 
marched off to a kind of hidiny-place within the ‘Yarauns of some of the. 
city authorities, under the assurance from Ward that they should never be 
captured by the British if China was large enough to hold them, for he 
would march them away over the hills first. 

“The road to their hiding-place led through many obscure and intricate 
passages, and from their lair they actually witnessed the interview between 
the searching party and the blue button mandarin who coolly told them 
that no foreigners had been in the city. 

“The force is now disbanded. Some have probably suffered capitat 
punishment at the hands of the Chinese, some have fallen in action, some 
are expiating their offences against our laws in common gaols, and some 
few have escaped, it is to be hoped, with sufficient examples befc 
never to again engage in such an illegitimate mode of earning a | 
as enrolling themseives in such disreputable ranks as those of a * Chinese 
Foreign Legion.’ * 

Two or three chops of new tea, received from Hankow, have 
been shipped per Glenclune for London, aud some parcels of 
new silk go forward by the present steamer. 

The robberies committed in the intcrior have becn more fre- 
quent. The last man murdered was James Roberts, a Swede, 
well known here for the past three years as a most respectable 
quiet man and formerly sailing with Captain Lynch. He 
started to go up the country in a boat on the 6th inst. with 
silkmen for the purpose of purchasing cocoons, On the after- 
noon of the 7th inst. when near Lo-ka Hong, they were met by 
four boats, each containing about twenty men wearing their 
hair long and dressed in white with red sashes, who, under 
pretence of wanting to buy arms, obtained from Roberts his 
tio revolvers to look at ; when in that defenceless state he re- 
received a stab from behind and fell, and was then despatched 
by repeated sword cuts, and his body thrown into the river. 
The Chinese in the boat were threatened with instant death if 
they did not produce money, and the miscreants eventually 
left, taking with them 4.000 Carolus dollars, 80,000 cash, and 
everything else of value in the boat. The place where this oc- 
curred is abont sixty miles from Shanghai and twenty this side 
of San-lee Jaou, 

The North China Herald gives the following account of the 
piracics committed by Europeans : 














“ It will be remembered by most of our readers that in November last 
a boat belonging to Mr. Trannack was stolen from her anchoraze at 
-que, and for a long time we received no further intelligence of her 
s furnished by the lowda of the boat in his deposition before H.M.'s 
Consul on the'19th of that month, although three of the men who 
ged in the robbery were subsequently captured, tried for piracy, 
ed fo oue year's imprisonment bv H. M.'s Consul.

and proceeded towards Woosnng, where they released the Chinese 
had bound, and then compelled them to take her toa 
-ho, where they managed to eseane. From thence they 
chow, and landed the rebel officer who accompanied 
them. eded down the river towards Tsze-kiang, and 
stopped two up-country boats which they plundered, takiug about 200 5 
afier that they reumed up the river to about twelve miles above 
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Kiang, where they remained a short time, and fell in with a boat on her 
way down from Soochow, which appears to have been trading with the 
Rebels, for the pirates threatening to bring them before the mandarins, 
they gave up $2,000 and a quantity of arms, rather than go before the 
Imperial authorities. : 

“ These ap) to have been their first operations after becoming pos- 
sessed of the boat, and remaining inactive for a couple of days, after that 
they again commenced their nefarious work, Their next prey was a boat 
coming from Soochow, having on board about $3,000 in sycee and coin, 
which they seized, allowing the boat with the rest of her cargo and passen- 
gers to proceed on her way to Shanghai. On the same day they boarded 
another boa: from Shanghai, loaded with arms, ammunition, and silk, 
and about twelve catties of opium; she had an English flag flying, and 
had five Cantonese on board, who were all armed. The pirates hailed 
her from the bank to come alongside of their boat, which she did, and was 
boarded by the two men, Smith and Neil, who disarmed the crew and 
then took all the arms and ammunition out of her, The Chinamen then 
asked to be allowed to go down to Shanghai, from whence they had pro- 
mised to return with a ransom of $1,500, in the meantime leaving all the 
arms, &c., and one man as hostage. They promised to be back in 36 
hours, but at the expiration of 48 hoursthey had not arrived, In the interim 
the pirates occupied themselves in plundering, and stopped two 
small Soochow boats, from which they took $150. ‘They then went some 
ten or twelve miles further up the river, where this notable gang broke up 
—Allen, Kelly, William, George, and Fred returning to Shanghai, the 
men Smith and Neil remaining by the boat, Smith then tried to induce 
the Chinaman who remained in the boat to go to Soochow and sell the 
firearms, and offered him $25 wherewith to procure a small boat ; but 
this he refused to do unless Smith and Neil accompanied him. This 
they did under a promise of ¢400 from their prisoner, agreeing, however, 
to see him safe back to Shanghai. Owing to contrary winds, they were 
obliged to anchor at Dee-cho, from whence they proceeded in a small 
boat to Lew-ho. The man Smith had a Rebel pass in hi session 
which the Chinaman somehow persuaded him to let him have, and 
which he had no sooner obtained than he informed some of the 
Rebels that Smith wasa pirate and wanted to rob him, upon which'one of 
them levelled a pistol at Smith and fired, but missed his aim. Smith then 
left Lew-ho in the small boat which the Chinaman had engaged to bring 
up the firearms, and taking Neil out of the other boat, left her and the 
arms, &c., at anchor, and they both returned to Shanghai, where they re- 
mained for five days, and then went to Ningpo. Smith, however, revisiting 
Shanghai, was apprebended as above stated. 

« Asa sequel to the history of this piratical expedition, it is said that the 
boat was found at Dee-cho bya party of Europeans on their way down from 
Soochow, that they took possession of her, and made themselves 20 noxious 
% the country people that they were all subsequently killed by the Chinese

SINGPO. 

‘Tho only item of news from Ningpo is, that the Foreign 
Customs Collectorate gives utter dissatisfaction to the Chinese 
merchants, many of whom having vessels which fy the British 
flag, come under its regulations. They are escaping the delay 
and trouble, by removing their trade into uative bottoms. 
Heavy floods have been reported in the vicinity of Hangchow, 
and many desd bodies along with much debris have been Hoated 
down the river past Ningpo. 


sWATOW. 

A letter from Swatow on the subject of the attack on Messrs, 
Bradley’s premises, says :— 

* You will beglad to hear that the robbery of Bradl-y and Co.'s hong 
is likely to be settled without resort to hostilities. The Chinese officials 
have agreed to recover for these gentlemen within six days the stolen pro- 
perty—or see that they are remunerated in full for the loss. The Dacotah 
in the meanwhile visits Hong Kong, and will return if it be necessary to 
‘assist in the final arrangement of the matter. The arrival of the John 
Adams and the Dacotah convinced the authorities that the Consul was in 
‘earnest in his demands, and that they must be complied with. The Cap. 
tain of the Dacotah was instructed by the Commodore, we understand, to 
insist upon an ample satisfaction. We hope the officials will be able to do 
all that they have promised. Time will show. The Swaboey people are 
noted for their daring and turbulence, and are the most hostile to foreigners 
ofall the Chinese in this region. It is almost more than we dare hope for 
that they will quietly submit to what must be to them a real humiliation 
and loss of prestige.” 

A number of foreign vessels have recently arrived at Swatow, 
and trade is looking up again. Most of the imports find their 
way into the country through other channels, nor do all the ex- 
ports come through Swatow. Large quantities of goods, especially 
Opium, find their way into the couutry direct from Hong Koug 
through Kow-loon. 

‘The operations, by means of a diving apparatus, on the wreck 
of tho Mazeppa, are likely to prove a success—a success, too, 
some suggest, in ascertaining that the Chinese during these two 
years have not been idle. 

Mr. Consul Caine is making the attempt'to pay a visit in per- 
son to the Taou-tai at Chau-chau-fu. He started in the gun- 
boat Firm to go up by the branch of the river leading by Chung 
Lun, but was unable to proceed for want of watcr, but he 
makes another attempt by the channel of the river passing by 
Kiet-yang. 

‘The Siamese barque Kim-Hong-Seng, Captain Christian, was 
stranded in attempting to get into the harbour. She is likely 
to prove a total loss. 





HONG KONG. 

The Executive Council resumed their inquiry into the 
charges against Mr. Caldwell. The stage which this inquiry 
has now rezched renews the interest that has been felt from 
time to time throughout its progress, Mr. Caldwell’s defence 
has been handed in, and ordered to be priuted. The case 
against him has been affirmed by the Governor to be closed ; 
all we now wait for is the decision of the council. But the 
work of the council does not end here ; they met for the pur- 
pose of entertaining charges against Mr, May. ‘Three charges 
were made, only one of which was entertained, namely, that 
Mr. May had stated on oath that Mr. Caldwell had no know- 
ledge of the written Chinese character. These charges have 
been declared not proven. 

The appointment of Mr. Callaghan, the Chief Magistrate at 
Hong Kong, to the Governorship of Labuan, is thus noticed :— 

“ The colony is about to lose its chief magistrate. Mr. Callaghan, after 
a very brief stay amongst us of six months, is leaving by next mail 
steamer for Singapore, en route to Labuan, of which colony he has been 
appointed Governor. ‘The salary is nominally only £880 per annum ; 
but the home government, we are told, by some means not specified, are- 
to add £380 and £100 to his income, thus raising the total to the amount 
of his present pay, viz., £1,200. During the time he has filled his present 
office, Mr. Callaghan has been indefatigable in the discharge of his duties, 
which, however, being entirely new to him, he must have fretted over con- 
siderably ; so that independent of the advancement in position, he doubt- 
less welcomes the change as quite a relief. We beg to congratulate him. 
on his preferment.” 

The Supreme Court has decided the actions of Mr. T. T. 
Meadows, the late Consul at Shanghai, against Messrs. Fitzroy 
and Davies, the Chinese Commissioners, for slander, in favour 
of Mr. Meadows, damages in each case being given at $500. 

Mr. Robert Brand is announced as authorised to sign the 
firm of Smith, Kennedy and Co. and Mr. John Howard 
Gwyther has been announced as Manager at Shanghai of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China. 

The China Mail of the 13th June has the following on the 
new Sailors’ Home :— 

“The committee of the Sailors’ Home had a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, to consider the reports sent in at their request by Mr. Rawling, with 
reference to the eligibility of two sites, one at the back of the Murray 
Barracks, and the other to the eastward of the Naval Stores. The site at 
the back of the Murray Barracks would cost, to clear it and otherwise pre- 
pare it for building upon, about $25,000. ‘By adopting the plans sent in, 
the reasons for dreading unhealthiness in this site would be all taken away, 
0 that the question resolved itself into one of cost, and on that ground 
this site had to be rejected. To acquire the other site, which is about 
‘700 feet by 100, and situated rather low, a sum of $20,000 would have to 
be expended, and this fact was again fatal, in the views of the committee. 
It is really painful to see @ good work which has been so handsomely 
begun by the community coming to a standstill for want of a site, when 
the Government possesses a piece of ground such as Possession Point, 
which some old tradition tells us is reserved for a battery. Every prac- 
tical man who views the altered state of the colony, and sees such a place 
as Stonecutter’s Island in our possession, knows that this site will never 
be made use of as a fortification, but might be handed over gracefully to 
the Sailors’ Home committee to-morrow. We hope the Government will 
consider the state of affairs and concede this piece of ground, or the part 
of it required for the erection of a structure so honourable to the colonists 
and to the cause of huvnanity as a Sailors’ Home.” 


(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hoxe Kone, Juse 27. 

I have recently paid a visit to Newchwang, one of the new 
places of trade that has been opened to us, not that I think it 
can ever be of much service, for the town, which is a wretched 
mud-built place, is seventy miles up the river from the port of 
Yenko, which is itsclf cight miles inside the bar of the Min 
Leako. Thus it is most unfavourably situated, and, moreover, it 
is literally built in a marsh, and as far as the eye can see, there 
is nothing but a dead muddy flat. The town contains about 
40,000 Tartar inhabitants. The only trade at prescnt appears 
to be in beans, peas, the oil extracted from them, coarse tobacco, 
and a few drugs. This trade is carricd on by junks, principally 
from Shanghai and Ningpo, and Sbangtung. ‘hero is not a 
place for the consul to live in at Yenko, where his services 
would be of value, while at Newchwang, standing as it does on 
a shallow river, so that gunboats of the lightest dranght cannot 
get within twenty-five miles of it, and possessing the other 
disadvantages I have mentioned, I cannot think that they will 
prove of much avail. 

The Woodcock gunboat, Lieut. Bosanquet, is left for the dis- 
posal of Mr. Consul Meadows, Everything is very quiet at Ticn- 
tsin, and Mr. Bruce has removed hisreceut restriction, aud allowed 
persons to visit Peking. It is quite decided now that none of our 
troops are to leave Tien-tsin for the present. A great many of 
the French have left, and have been sent on to Cochin China. 
Indeed, there are not more than 500 at Tien-tsin, about 250 
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at Shanghai, and 400 in Canton to represent their whole mi 
tary force in China. From Chefoo all their troops are with- 
drawn, but they have two troopships lying there, and a vessel 
as a coal depot. 

Lord John Hay, in the Aden, is 
gulf of Pccheli and Chefoo, where he has established a 
dockyard as his head-quarters. He has under him the Slaney 
and Waiekful gunboats at that place, the Clown and Drake at 
the Peiho, and the Atalanta to run the{mails between Shanghai, 
Chefoo, and Peiho. At Sbanghai the senior officer is Capt'n 
Dew, of the Encounter, who will be relieved by Captain Cor- 
bett in the Scout (now refitting here,) when the Zncounter goes 
to Ningpo, where the Reynard (Commander Goodenough) is now. 
It is avticipated that the Rebels will attack that place. 

The Ringdove (Commander Craigic) is at Japan, having 
relieved the Pioneer, which vessel is on her way down here to 
be docked, having been ashore. The Vulcan started on the 
25th June, with Sir John Michel and staff, for the Peiho. He 
intends to visit Shanghai and Japan, after inspecting the troops 
at Tien-tsin. The Vulcan took up troops of the 60th rifles, 
artillery and others, amounting to 450, for Tien-tsin. The 
Simoom (Commander Cooke) arrived at Hong Kong this morn- 
ing, having taken troops from here to Madras, She has made 
‘a vory good passage. Admiral Hope is here in the Imperieuse, 
but leaves immediately after the arrival of the next mail, for 
Japan and’the North. Sir Hercules Robinson goes with him for 
cruise. Captain Borlasi, in H.M.S Pearl, remains here as 
senior officer. The Sphina starts to-morrow to tow the 
transport Lemar, with invalids, some 800 miles on her 
way home, and then returns here, after,which she proceeds to 
Chefoo, to relieve Lord John Hay in Odin, who, it is supposed, 
goes as Commodore to India, vice Commodore McCleverly. 
It is now settled that our troops are to leave Canton in 
October. In fact, the stores are being fast cleared out of 
it now by H.M’s ships Waterman and Cooper. Twiss Bat- 
tery of Artillery then goes on to Mauritius in the Sphinz. 
The 99th Regiment from Canton relieve the 60th, who 
go home; the 44th go to India and the 5th Bombay (part of 
which are now at Hong Kong from Canton,) relieve them here. 
Brigadier Craufurd is expected down here to-day to take com- 
mand in Sir John Michel's absence. The troops are all quar- 
tered at Kowloon in comfortable huts, and appear very healthy 
notwithstanding the heavy rains and intense heats everyone

Under a warrant from the British Vice-Consul at Whampoa, 
the Customs authorities removed a quantity of timber brought 
from Macao in China boats, and placed in Mr. Cowper’s ship- 
yard. Mr. Cowper had thought, it appears, that, if the timber 
were brought up in native boats—the right to charter native 
boats being specially provided for in Art. XIV. of the Treaty 
—he might save the duty. The Customs ruled otherwise. 

Mr. Harry Parkes, C.B,, arrived back in Canton on the 17th 
June, and resumed his duties as chief of the Allied Commis- 
sion, Mr. D. B. Robertson returning to the British Consulate. 
Mr. Parkes says, we are told, that every soldier will be out 
of garrison by the Ist October. Then comes the question— 
What next? With the garrison will go the Allied Commis- 
sion as a matter of course, the action of the body at pre- 
sent being almost solely confined to matters of police, 
and {for such action the treatics make no provision. The 
breaking up of the commissioners’ establishment will be 
deeply regretted by Canton citizens, a majority of whom, 
if they were not afraid to move, would pray our officers 
to remain where they ere, and take a more general part in 
the government of the city, admittedly under the control of 
as venal a crew as ever figured on the rolls of the Manchou 
civil service. 

‘The Friend of China of the 15th and 22nd June contains a 
review of our trade and position in China during the present 
century, With a special view to the change which has occurred 
in our relations with the country during the last twenty-five 
years.

CHINA—EXPORTS. 

SuaNncHat—Tea (Biack).—No further arrivals have taken place 
and every parcel of fair tea has been bought, leaving only some 4,000 
chests of common to very common Hohows, Hoochows, &c., and 1, 
chests of low Flowery Pekoes. Settlements amount to 2,345 chests of 
fair Hohow and Ningchow at 21 to 23) taels, chiefly in barter, and she 
total purchases to date now amount to 79,130 chests against 274,214 
chests at the corresponding period last season. Stocks: Hohow 1,600 
chests, Hoochow and other low grades 2,400 chesis, new Flowery Pekoes 
1,000 chests, old $00 chests. ‘There have been a few more small musters 
of new season's Teas received Hankow, and two or three 
contract chops have arrived from thence and have already been 
shipped to London, Greens.—Little or nothing has been done 
here, and transactions at Ningpo for America have been large, while prices 
are said to be rather higher. Settlements—China tea, 1,160 hall f 1 
Japan 2530 half-chests; total to date, 141,540 half-chests China, and 
51,870 half-chests Japan, against 442,358 packages at same time last year. 
Stocks—6,100 half-chests China, and 2,000 half-chests Japan teas. 


Foocaow.—Just prior to the departure of the last mail steamer the 
market was opened for the new season's Congou, at 29.7 to 33.7 tls. ship 
offthe settlements then amounting to 8,400 chests ; since then a large busi- 
ness has been done, and 38,440 chests have found buyers. The teamen 
have heen willing to accept of fully one tael reduction on the medium to 
Kaisow kinds, but for finer qualities full opening rates are obtained. The 
new teashave been arriving freely; the receipts are estimated at 68,700 chests 
for the market and 15,000 chests under private contract, and had it not been 
for the late heavy rains, no doubt a larger quantity would have come to 
hand, Some 3,700 chests of the new Souchongs have arrived, which are 
reported to have cost more in the country than last year, although, judg- 
ing from the musters, the crop does not appear to be equal to that of last 
season, Oolong.—About 3,700 packages have been received, but the 
musters warrant the opinion that they are inferior in quality to those of 
Tast 3 no price bas hitherto been named for them. The settlements 
for the fortnight base been :—Congou (new), 46,800 chests at 17.7 to

10,000 of contract teas; the stock of Ankois last reported remain un- 
touched. Green Teas: Sales of 1,000 half-chests Young Hyson and 
2,700 boxes Gunpowder are reported, at 15 to 16 taels, leaving on the 
avarket 1,000 half-chesis Young Hyson, with 500 half-chests Hyson, for 
the latter 18 to 19 taels are demanded, 


Canron.—The market has been swept of old Congou. Taysaan 
Congous continue to be avoided, owing to their being mixed. In scented 
teas the teamen have yielded somewhat. In Green teas more business 
has heen done; full rates have been paid for Moyunes to the United 
States. Canton kinds ‘have also been in demand, especially young 
Hysons, which are now being manufactured largely. Regarding the new 
Congous, say the Oonam and Oopacks, the Canton dealers, being per- 
fectly conversant with the trade, have managed to secure the first crop, 
which will be directed to Canton this season, and not to Hankow as ex- 
ected. The second and third crop will probably be sent to Hankow.

FRANCE. 

The Pays says :—“It is said that a number of officers are 
about to be dispatched to Cochin China. What is certain is, 
the Government is occupying itself very actively with the civil 
and military organisation of the new French colony. Among 
other things it has sent Dr. Dury to Japan, with the powers 
necessary for founding an European hospital under the auspices 
of the Japanese authorities of Yedo.”. Why the physician 
should have been dispatched to Japan the Pays does not stato. 

According to a letter in the Moniteur de P Armee, the French 
force in China has suffered an embarrassing loss from an acci- 
dental fire. A Ticn-tsin correspondent writes :— 

“ We have had a destructive fire here, which, had it occurred a few 
hours earlier, must have been attended with most disastrous consequences, 
as it would have caused the explosion of thirty-six caissons loaded with 
cartridges for the infantry, Fortunately, however, they had been put on 
‘board a junk the day before, and so escaped the danger. The fire began 


in the stables, containing more than 100 horses belonging to the artillery, 
and burned with such rapidity that, in spite of all our efforts, twenty-two 


of the poor animals perished in the flames ; eighty others, which were let, 


loose, galloped off into the country, and we have not yet had time to get 
them'back. ‘The stables and all the forage were totally destroyed, as the 
means at hand were altogether inadequate to extinguish such a conflagra- 
tion. ‘The junk containing the ammunition was for a time in some danger, 
but we soon removed the vessel to a safe distance. There was no personal 
injury received, but the pecuniary loss is considerable.” 

A decree, dated 22nd July, concedes to the Compagnie des 
Messageries Imperiales a subsidy for the purposo of carrying 
the French mail bags between the branch lines from China and 
Suez and Reunion, and the Dutch, Spanish, and French 
Tadies. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AmsrerpaM, August 10. 

The Parliamentary Session of the Second Chamber of the 
‘States-General has been brought to a close, and the members 
are now enabled to repose for a while from their labours, In 
taking a summary review of tho results, tho most important 
act of the Session—judging from the length of the debates, 
which occupied the Chamber no less than forty-three days— 
was a subject of mere home policy, the Militia-law, which, 
after a severe Parliamentary battle, was finally gaived by 
Ministers by thirty-nine votes against twenty-three. ‘The 
effective force of the militia is to remain unaltered at 55,000 
men, but the incorporation of that body with the standing 
army is allowed, though not in accordance with the constitution 
of the country. In consideration of the favourable state of 
the finances, it was agreed to devote three millions of florins 
for the amortisation of Dutch bonds to that extent towards the 
gradual reduction of the National Debt. ‘The Bill for the pay- 
ment to Hanover of the Dutch quota for the abolition of the 
Stade Dues passed without opposition, as was also the case 
with the Ministerial plan of converting the ‘Treasury Bonds fin 
circulation, which form a fictitious debt of ten millions of 
florins, 

In the course of the debates on the Bill to confirm the 
decree of the Governor-General of Netherlands India for the 
free importation of rice into Java and Madura without the pay- 
ment of any duty, the Colonial Minister took the opportunity 
of stating that in the next Session he should bring in a Bill 
for a new Customs’ tariff for Netherlands India, in which it was 
his intention to propose the unconditional free importation of 
rice throughout the whole of the Dutch possessions in the 
East. 

In one of the last sittings before the prorogation several 
members wished for information as to the results arising from 
the opening of the different free ports in Netherlands India, 
and what influence it had had on the commerce of the other 
ports, The Colonial Minister replied in answer to the first 
question that the Molucca ports (Amboyna, Ternate, Banda and 
Kadjeli) were declared free ports in 1854, but that the returns 
respecting their trade only went as far as 1856, which did not 
contain sufficient scope to form a judgment as to the results. 
Menado was declared free in 1848, and an increase of the traffic 
is perceptible both in the imports and exports, though to no 
Sreat extent. During the two years before the opening of the 
Port, the imports amounted to 565,000 florins, and in the 
Succeeding two yenrs 909,000 florins, whilst the exports (not 
including the coffve for account of the Government) were 











respectively 318,000 florins and 514,000 florins as above. 
Pontianak and Sambas were opened in 1853, but owing to the 
almost uninterrupted state of warfare and rebellion the trade 
had suffered very materially, Riouw was declared a free port 
in 1828, and the commerce had improved very considerably. 
The imports, which in the two years 1846 and 1&47 amounted 
to 1,462,000 florins, had risen in 1855 and 1866 to 1,835,000 
florins. But the greatest increase was in the exports, which in 
1846-7 were only 1,606,000 florins, but had more than 
doubled themselves in 1855-6, and amounted to 3,426,000 
florins. The trade of Macassar the Minister described as emi- 
nently prosperous. The imports in 1846 were 1,038,000 florins, 
whilst in 1856 they had risen to 3,473,000 florins, and in 1858 
to as much as 4,976,000 florins. The exports of tho same 
periods were respectively 867,000 florins, 4,065,000 florins, 
and 5,241,000 florius, whilst the Governor estimated the aggre- 
gate of the imports for 1860 at twelve millions of florins. With 
reference to the sceond part of the question the Minister could 
only say that, without going into particulars, the general reaults 
were highly satisfactory, and that there was a very perceptible 
increase both in the imports aud exports, which he partly at. 
tributed to the increased facilities afforded by the annual develop- 
ment of steam communication generally throughout the Indian 
Archipelago. 

Now that the Second Chamber is prorogued the First 
Chamber is convened, and will be opened to-morrow (the 8th 
inst.) by commission. 

The King has appointed a Board to take the needful mea- 
surés for the due representation of the productions and industry 
of this country at the Great Exhibition of London next year. 
The Board is composed of a president and nino members. 
The chairmau is Mr. J. W. van Oordt, director of the Rotterdam 
Steam Navigation Company, whilst amongst the members are 
found the names of the following gentlemen connected with 
India: viz. Mr. J.Groll, formerly Chief Engineer of the Go- 
vornment telegraphs in Java, now residing in Haarlem, and 
Mr. W. Poolman, late President of the Netherlands Trading 
Company’s Chief Factory at Batavia, now of Gouda. 

The Conservative journals still continue to denounce the 
appointment of Baron Sloot van de Becle as Governor-geueral 
of Netherlands India, maintaining, as one great reason for the 
injudiciousness of the selection, that he has never been in 
India. On the other hand, the Liberal organs defend the 
appointment as an extremely happy one just for that very 
reasou, which places him free from all influences of party, 
which was by no means the case with the former Governors- 
general de Kock, van Zuylen, van Keemstra, van Lynden, and 
others, who, on entering the duties of office, found themselves 
entrammelled by party views, and surrounded by local in- 
triguers and one-sided advisers, Tnder these circumstances: 
it is but fair to wait, and see how the new Governor-general 
inaugurates his official line of conduct. 

The following appointments made by the Governor-General 
of Netherlands India have been confirmed by the King :— 
Major-General C, A. de Brauw, hitherto Commandant of the 
Second Military Division of Java, to be Civil and itary 
Governor of the West Coast of Sumatra; Mr. L. Hooy, Presi- 
dent of the Court of Justice at Amboyna, to be Member of 
the Court of Justice at Batavia; Mr. P. A. Byk, Comptroller 
of the Tirst Class, to be Assistant Resident of Tebing-Tinggie, 
in the Residency of Palembang; and Mr. A, W. Swawing to be 
Sceretary for Inland Affairs at Macassar. 

According to the Arnheim Courant, Mynheer van Heemstra, 
the Minister of the Interior, is appointed President of the 
Railway Board, vice Baron Stoet van de Beele, the new 
Governor-General of Netherlands India. 

Every year gives satisfactory evidence of the great and in- 
creasing interest taken by the Dutch in aquatic amusements. 
The annual regatta held last week at Rotterdam, under the 
auspices of the Royal Netherlands Yacht Club, went off with 
unusual éc/at this year in the presence of an immense throng 
of spectators, attracted by the amusements of the day and the 
brilliancy of the weather. I.R.H. Prince Henry, President of 
tho Yacht Club, was present the whole day, and afterwards dis- 
tributed the p 3, to which he had himself liberally con- 
tributed, and which were well contended for. The first prize 
of 400 florins (the gift of the Prince) for four-oared gigs of all 
nations, w.s won by an English boat and crew, the Albion, 
Mr, E. Wyld, of London. Altogether there were twenty-one 
rowing and sailing matches. ‘The regatta of this city, which 
succeeded that of Rotterdam, was attended by an equal if not 
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more numerous assemblage, and it is pleasant to add that in 
neither case any accident occurred to mar the amusements of 
the day. 

Despatches have been received at the Naval Department 
announcing the safe arrival at Rio de Janeiro, on their out- 
ward passage to the East India station, of H.N.M.’s steamers 
de Heldin, Capt. P. Toutenhoofd ; de Veckt, Lieut.

She will probably be employed towing round 
to Nieuwe Deep the new steam frigate Adolph van Nassaw, 
which is to be manned by the crews of the Castor and the 
floating battery Neptunus,

From the official tables of the navigation of this port during 
the year 1860, just published by the Board of Commercial Sta- 
tistics, it appears that the total nutaber of vessels arrived from 
foreign ports amounted to 5,029, with au aggregate tonnage of 
1,261,539 tons, of which 1,803 vessels of 631,113 tons (Leing 
one-third of the number of ships and just one-half of the ton- 
nage) were under the British flag. ‘The total number of vessels 
that sailed during the same period amounted to 5,045 vessels 
of 1,270,461 tons, of which 1,504 vessels of 631,461 (showing 
about the same proportion as in the arrivals) were under the 
British flag.

The total number of vessels that sailed for Great Britain and 
Treland was 2,381 of the aggregate tonnage of 816,561. 

A striking feature in the navigation of this port is the an- 
nually increasing number of steamers, which has gradually risen 
during the last five years from 10 per cent. to 25 per cent. of 
the total number of vessels, so that at present the proportion 
is one steamer to three sailing vessels, whilst the proportion in 
tonnage is still greater, the steamers showing more than a third 
Of the whole amount of arrivals aud departures when expressed 
in tons.

Literature, 


Everyone who can escape from London is anxious now for a 
sea change, or a continental excursion, or a month of quiet en- 
joyment among the mountains. If books are published in 
August they should be such as are suitable for out-door com- 
panions, small in size, lively in contents: books that touch the 
imagination and quicken the fancy, and take us buck for the 
nonce to the delicious summers of our youth, One or two 
such volumes lie before us. Here is a “Golden Treasury of 
Songs and Lyrics,” arranged by Mr. Palgrave, dedicated to 
Alfred Tennyson, and published by Macmillan and Co. The 
getting up of this charming little book is beautiful exceedingly, 
and disposes us at once to think well of the contents, And 
truly we have in about three hundred pages a collection of 
precious and priceless gems of English poetry, such as will 
gladden the heart of the poetic student. With such a volume 
as his companion no man should be dull, for it will yield “a 
perpetual feast of nectar'd swects.” The collection has been 
made with the utmost care, and not without a systematic 
perusal, twice over, of the whole body of Evglish poetry. No 
important omission can, taerefore, be due to oversight, but we 
ave surprised to find that some choice lyrics are wanting, and 
that some sweet puets are ontirely unrepresented, Svenser’s 








glorious nuptial song, the purest, and yet withal the most im- 


passioned epithalamium ever written by a poet-lover, is con- 
sidered out of harmony with modern manners. Amoug the 
Seotch songs we must think that “Bessie Lee” deserved a 
place ; and surely one page at least might have been spared 
for Mrs, Ilemans. Where, too, is “The Isles of Greece”? 
aud where, to go back more than two centuries, is the “Sweet 
Day so Cool” of saintly George Herbert? But Mr. Palgrave 
is evidently a man of poetic taste and critical sagacity, and 
has, doubtless, good reasons, not only for what he has done, 
but for what he has left undone in the arrangement of this 
© Golden Treasury.” 


We have received a copy of Mr, Alexauder Smith's new 
poem, “Edwin of Deira.” It is a poem in blank verse, 
which, although stamped with originality, constantly reminds 
us of Tennyson’s “Idylls.”” Had that noble poem never 
been written, this would never have seen tho light, at least 
in its present shape. Yet Mr, Alexander Smith is uot to be 
blameil for the family likeness which exists between his poem 
and the Laurcate’s, neither is the younger poet to be termed a 
plagiarist. It is almost a necessity that the greatest poet of 
the day should by the force of his genius affect, for good or 
ill, the other singers, his coutemporarics. This poem deserves 
all commendation, It is finely conceived, and executed with 
rare artistic skill, It may not be as popular us the “ Lifo 
Drama,” yet there can be no doubt that in all the higher 
poctic qualities it is immensely superior to that warmly-coloured. 
poem,

The frontier of 
Russia is now less than six hundred miles from the capital of 
China. “She has,” as the Qearterly truly observes, “ obtained 
an extensive scaboard on the North Pacific, access by one of the 
noblest rivers in Asia to the centre of her dominions, a consi- 
derable increase of population, aud a position in Central Asia 
in dangerous proximity to the weakened and distracted empire 
of China.” There are several passages in this article which 
demand attention from us, and which we would willingly tran- 
seribe. We shall return to it on a future occasion, but for the 
present we must content ourselves with recommending it to the 
careful perusal of our readers. Meanwhile we may remark that 
the same subject was taken up by Dr. Macgowan a few years 
since, and that in a pamphlet entitled “Chinese and Foreign 
Relations” he maintains, looking at the subject from an Ate- 
rican stand-poiut, that the extension of Russian colonies in the 
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Pacific is likely to be beneficial to all the dwellers upon its 
widespread coasts, If Dr. Macgowan still regards this subject 
as he did in 1857, we advise him, and all who think with him, to 
read and inwardly digest the article in the Quarterly Review. 

Wo may add, in conclusion, that Messrs. Longman and Co. 
will publish in October “A Narrative of the China Campaign 
of 1860, and of a Short Residence among tho Rebel Forces at 
Nanking.”

HOUSE OF LORDS. 
INDIA. 


(2nd Aug.) Lord Monreacte presented several petitions from natives 
‘of Bengal, Behar, Orissa, Bombay,’ Madras, and Tanjore, representing the 
state of the British possessions in India, and praying for the redress of 
grievances. He wished to know whether the Government would lay on 
‘the table of the House the speech which Mr. Laing lately made in the 
Legislative Council of India, and also when the financial accounts of the 
Indian Government would be published.—Earl Ds Grey and Riron 
‘said that, not having had notice of the question of his noble friend, he could 
not undertake to produce Mr. Laing’s speech. It was very undesirable 
that it should be made a practice to lay speeches by members of the Legis- 
lative Council before Parliament, as they ought to be encouraged to work 
and not to speak. The financial accounts of the Indian Government had 
already been circulated. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
PRIZE MONEY. 


(30th.) Mr. Derpes asked the Secretary of State for India whether he 
-was enabled to fix a more decided time for the settlement and distribution of 
the Delhi and Lucknow prize-money than he did on the 3rd of August last 
year, and again at the commencement of the present Session, and what was 
the cause of delay.—Mr. ScHOLEFIELD also inquired whether any medals 
granted for m service in India were still undistributed. —Sir C. 
Woo said that with respect to the prize money, he had never been able 
to fix any period for its distribution, nor was he able to do so at present ; 
but he had urged the Indian Government to lose no time in the matter. 
He did not know whether any medals for service in India were un- 
distributed, but if the hon. member applied in a formal way to the India- 
house he would receive an answer. 











SUEZ CANAL. 

(ist August.) Mr, Garrrrra asked the First Lord of the Treasury 
whether accounts had been received from the Consul-General in Egypt 
giving the assurance that no forced labour was being employed or would 
be employed on the works of the Suez Canal.—Lord Patsterstow said 
a report had very recently been received from the Consul-General, who 
had made a tour along the line of theintended canal, and it appeared that 
a considerable number of {labourers were compelled to work on the canal ; 
that they were very liberally paid by the company, but that they had been 
brought to the spot without their wishes having been much consulted. 


CHINA. 


(2nd.) Col. Sykes asked the First Lord of the Treasury whether any 
further papers regarding affairs in Cina were to be given to members.— 
Lord PALMERSTON said that no additional papers with regard to China 
were in preparation at the Foreign-office, and he was not aware that any 
more were required. 


COLONIAL MILITARY EXPENDITURE. 


The Report of the Select Committee appointed to inquire whether any 
alterations may be advantageously adopted in regard to the defence of the 
British dependencies, and the proportions of cost of such defence as now 
defrayed from imperial and colonial funds respectively has been published. 
‘The commitice are of opinion, amongst other matters, that no uniform 
tule as to the cost or mode of their military defence can be laid down 
which shall be applicable alike to communities so various as those which 
compose the British colonial empire, but that as to what are called the 
second class of dependencies the responsibility and main cost of their de- 
fence properly devolves on the Imperial Government. The cost of the 
dependencies properly called colonies ought, the committee think, to de- 

ive mainly on themselves. They submit the following further sugges- 
tions as arising from the evidence laid before them:—That it is inexpe- 
dient that the proportions of cost of colonial defence to be borne by the 
Imperial and Colonial Governments respectively should be the subject of 
negotiations with the various dependencies, but that evidence has been 
given tending to show that the mode of proceeding adopted by Lord 
Grey in 185], in announcing to the Australian colonies the terms on 
which alone imperial troops could be sent there, may be gradually 
applied to other dependencies, That in the case of the Australian 
colonies, comprised in the first class, the number of imperial 
troops, ought to be reduced. ‘That with respect to New Zealand, 
while it may not be right, under all circumstances, to withhold from the 
settlers in that colony assistance in protecting themselves against the at- 
tacks of native tribes, so long as the Imperial Government retains a con- 
trol over uative policy, their principal reliance ought to be on their own 
resources, That with respect to the South African colonies, and all those 
similarly circumstanced dependencies which contain large European po- 
pulations, their security against warlike tribes or domestic disturbances 
should be provided for, as far as possible, by means of local efforts and 
local organisation ; and that the main object of any system adopted by 
this country should be to encourage such efforts, not merely with a view to 











ig 





diminish imperial expenditure, out for the still more important purpose of 
stimulating the spirit of self-reliance in colonial communities, That the 
settlers in South Africa should be called upon to contribute a larger 
sum than they do at present towards the military expenditure of those 
colonies. That the expense of the troops in Ceylon should be in a greater 
degree borne by the colonial treasury. With respect to the West Indies, 
it appears that about 4,200 troops (consisting of European and coloured 
regiments, in nearly equal proportions), are now maintained there, mainly 
for the purpose of securing those colonics against internal disorder ; that 
the defence in time of war of these possessions of the British crown, as 
well as of the other distant colonies, must be principally naval, and that 
it is for many reasons inexpedient that the duty of a local police should be 
performed by scattered detachments of imperial troops, at the cost of this 
Country ; it is, therefore, in the opinion of the committee, desirable that, 
due regard being had to the peculiar circumstances of these colonies, the 
force now maintaiued in them should be gradually reduced. The com- 
mittee are further of opinion that the multiplication of fortified places and 
the erection of fortifications in distant colonial possessions, such as Mau- 
ritius, on a scale requiring for their deience a far greater number of men 
than could be spared for them in the event of war, involve a useless ex- 
penditure, and fail to provide an efficient protection for places, the defence 
of which mainly depends on superiority at sea. In couclusion, the com- 
mittee submit that the tendency of modern warfare is to strike blows at 
the heart of a hostile power; and that it is therefore desirable to concen- 
trate the troops required for the detence of the United Kingdom as much 
as possible, and to trust mainly to naval supremucy for securing against 
foreign aggression the distant dependencies of the empire. 




















ADMIRAL SIR THOMAS HERBERT. 


We have to record the death of Vice-Admiral 
bert, 


Sir Thomas Her- 
C.B., who expired on the 5th inst., after a protracted illness. 
This guished officer was born in the county of Kerry, in 
1793. He entered the navy on the 23:d of Juiy, 1803, as’ first- 
class volunteer on board the Excellent, and on that ship proceed- 
ing to the Mediterranean was rated a midshipman the following 
year. On the Ist of Angust, 1809, as a reward for the gallant conduct he 
exbibited while prizemaster of the L'Alert, 20, he was nominated by Sir 
Alexander Cochrane to a licutenancy in his flagship, the Neptune, 98." On 
the 19th of October, 1814, he wasadvanced to the rank of commander. 
On the 10th of November, 1837, having been ashore for a period of four- 
teen years, he was appointed to the Culliope, 28, and proceeded to the 
Brazils, where, until the arrival of Commodore T. B. Sullivan, he exe- 
cuted the onerous duties of senior officer. He was subsequently ordered. 
to assuine the command of the naval force in Rio dela Plata. In January, 
1840, he proceeded to join Rear-Admiral C. B. H. Ross at Valparaiso, 
whence in the following June he sailed for China. Arriving in the 
Canton river on the 10th of October, Capt. Herbert assumed, and, until the 
arrival of Rear- Admiral the Hon. George Eliot on the 20th of November, 
retained the command of the blockading force. On the 7th of January, 
1841, while in command of the advanced squadron off the Boca Tigris, he 
conducted the attack made on the enemy’s forts at Chuenpee, where were 
destroyed 11 powerful junks, the flower of the Chinese flect; and on the 
Q3rd of February, being at the time on board the Nemesis, he effected 
the destruction of a 20-gun battery at the back of the island of Anunghoy. 
‘Three days afterwards, whiie in the Calliope, he headed the operations 
against the celebrated Bogue Forts; and on the 27th attacked the enemy's 
camp, fort, and ship Cumbridge, bearing the Chinese Admiral’s flag, at 
their position near Whampoa, where 98 guns were destroyed. On the 
Tath of March, alter capturing the last fort protective of the approaches 
to Canton, Capt. Herbert's squadron advanced towards that city, and on 
the 18th attacked all the batteries and flotilla in its vicinity, and after a 
severe conflict was enabled to plant the British flag on the walls of the 
Factory, thus placing totally in their power the capital of Kwang-tung. In 
the mouth of June Capt. Herbert succeeded, owing to the death of Sir H. 
FP. Senhouse, to the command of the whole force in that river, and on the 
arrival shortly afterwards of Rear-Admiral Sir W. Parker as commander- 
in-chicf was removed to the Blenheim, 72, in which ship, in the course of 
the following months, he assisted with great distinction at the capture of 
‘Amoy, Shanizhai, and the retaking of Chusn. After being present at the 
surrender of Ningpo, he returned to Hong Kong in February, 1842, and 
resumed the command of the squadron in the Canton river. Sir Thomas 
for his gallantry and meritorious services was rewarded with the title of 
Knight Commander of the Bath, and returned home in the Blenheim in 
March, 1843. In January, 1847, he_was appointed Commodore on the 
south-east coast of America; from February until December, 1852, he 
was one of the Junior Lords of the Admiral He represented Dart- 
mouth in the House of Commons from July, to April, 1857, but 
contested that borough unsuccessfully in 1839.

THE NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF INDIA. 


Tue announcement that Lord Excin has been appointed to 
succced Lord Uasyine, in one of the highest posts that can be 
occupied by aBritish subject, has created geueral satisfaction. 
Men of divers politics—men pledged to party and men who 
care more for the true interests of Engiand than for any mere 
party triumph, are alike ready to own that Lord Ecis’s iutel- 
Jectual vigour, his accumulated experience, his large knowledge 
of men and things, his tact when tact is requisite, his manly, 
straightforward bearing when the situation of affairs calls for 
an open and public avowal of his policy, his admiuistra- 
tive capacity which has been so fully tested in Canada, 
and his wonderful successes in China, all prove his fitness 
for the position’to which he is now called. There is, indeed, 
but one other living man whose claim on his country appears 
to be equal, and who, had the post been awarded him, sight 
have occupied it as worthily. We nced scarccly say that we 
allude to Sir Joun Lawrence. That great and good mau may 
be said to have saved the British power in India at the time of 
its direst extremity. Among the noble men who in that 
frightful emergency sustained the glory of our country there 
can be no question that Sir Joun Lawrence occupies the fore- 
most place. Neither do we think there can be any doubt of 
his ability to sustain the weighty cares and perplexities of a 
Governor-General. We render this tribute all the more readily 
to the ruler of the Punjaub, since at the same time we consider 
the appointment of Lord Exery in every respect a suitable onc, 
and one which will be ratified by the general voice. 

The question whether it be better to select a man for this 
honourable office who is a stranger to India, or one who is fa- 
miliar with the intricate polities and precedents of that caste- 
ridden country, has been once moro raised by the announce- 
ment of Lord Excrx’s appointment. Singularly enough the 
Dutch are at this very time about to send out a new Governor- 
general to Netherlands India, and in Holland as well as in Eng- 
Jand men are asking whether it is better that a ruler should be 
selected who is unfamiliar with the country he is appoiuted to 
govern, Baron Srorr vaN DE Brrue has never visited the East, 
and Lord Excin has uever held any office in India. On the 
one side it is argued that the lack of specific knowiedge is an 
insuperable obstacle ; on the other it is affirmed, as we believe 
with greater truth, that a man will have more power of inde- 
pondent action, will be moro impartial, and more far-sighted, 
if he comes freshly upon the scene of action, and is iguorant 
of the jealousies, the intrigues, and the technical obstruc- 
tions, which are familiar to the official resident in a country. 

But, after all, this is not a vital point for consideration. The 
real object is to secure a ruler who has been well versed in 
affairs, who has a large acquaintance with men, whose adminis- 
trative capacities have been well tested, and who is fully alive 
to the responsibility he incurs in assuming the reins of govern- 
ment. Let a governor, whether in India of elsewhere, have 
these qualifications for his post, and he will find no difficulty inac- 
quiring and turning to account, the special knowledge demanded. 
Lord Exc1y, we believe, possesses all these advantages, and will 
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know how to use them wisely when ruling over a hundred 


—= 
millions of British subjects in India. Like all mortal men, 
indeed, he has his faults; and The Times the other day justly 
warned him to beware of the unpardonable weakness in a great 
man of praising himself; but, on the whole, we believe that, 
as Governor-General of India, Lord Exem is emphatically the 
right man in the right place, and that the vast interests of our 
Indian empire way be safely entrusted to his hands. 


CONTINUATION OF THE SEMI-MONTHLY MAIL. 
WE are glad to announce that the efforts which have been 
made to induce the Government to alter its decision with 


| reference to the stoppage of the mail of the 20th-26th of 


cach month, have at length proved successful. The announce- 
ment of this decision was first communicated to the public 
in the London and China Yelegraph-of the 17th July, and 
in a supplement to that journal issued on the 1st August the 
final arraugement was thus aunounced :— g 

“ We have authority for stating that the negotiations for the continua- 
tion of the semi-monthly mail to China have been finally concluded with 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company, and that in- 
structions will be forwarded by the mail of the Srd instant to Bombay to- 
despatch the necessary steamer to Galle to contey the mails leaving this 
on the 20-26th instant. The rate of postage, as already stated, will be in- 
creased from 6d. to Is. per half-ounce, and this rate will also apply be- 
tween China and Australia.” ‘ 

Our readers have been supplied with the memorial signed at. 
our office, and with tke details of the negotiation between those- 
interested and the Government, in the person of the CHAN- 
CELLOR of the EXxcHEQuER, and it is probable that, judging 
from those detai’s alone, the opinion of most of our readers 
will have been adverse to that which we have expressed from 
the first —that the mails would not be discontinued by 
Government. Unlike our contemporary Punch, who adroitly 
claims a victory from either a winning or losing prophecy, 
we can claim a victory in its full aud legitimate sense, 
gained in the same manner as the successful establish- 
ment of this journal, viz, by energy, hard work, and a deter- 
mination to overcome all difficulties. We do not for ao 
moment throw into the scale the Government guid pro quo- 
in the increased rate of postage adopted, for we have not been 
able to elicit from any one the slightest possible objection on 
this score. The point at issue was ‘to get the mail,’ not 
the price it would cost; aud, indeed, some of the merchants 
with whom we communicated on the subject went so far as to 
say that if the Government, or, to speak more definitely, the 
CHANCELLOR of the ExcuEQUER, was 80 parsimonious and short- 
sighted as to stop the most vital requisite for promoting our 
newly acquired rights in China, the merchants should continue 
the mail at their own expense. 


It may prove interesting to our readers to learn the course 
which has been adopted from the first notification that the 
fortnightly mail would be suspended, until the recent success- 
ful termination of our efforts for its retention. The first step 
taken was to frame a remoustrance to the Treasury from the: 
East India and China Association. This was signed and for- 
warded by Mr. Gu N, M.P., the Chairman of the Association, 
and elicited a reply of a very decisive and nugatory character. 

This, of course, ended the matter at that stage. When the 
CHANCELLOR was informed that the matter would not rest. 
here, aud that a memorial was in course of signature, and when 
he was requested to name atime for the reception of a de- 
putation, he, in his usual astute and indefatigable manner, 
applied himself to the subject, and cast about for material to 
discomfort the encmy, and, fortunately for us, he “wrote a 
letter,” of which the following is a copy :— 

My Dean Srn,—I can readily appoint, if you think fit, an carly day 
for the reception of the memorial to which your letter of the 19th refers. 
But if, as is probable, the deputation is proposed with a view to the dir 
cussion of it, then it would be desirable that I should be put in possession,. 
whether by the memorial itself or otherwise, of the main facts and argue 
ments on which it is intended to rely. I consider this as practically an 
application for a new postal subsidy. The Government have never paid 
except under the exceptional circumstances of the war and occupation, 
for the fortnightly mail to China, When the P. and O. Company ap- 
plied for payment at the close of last year, military considerations left us 
no choice, The postal yield of the fortnightly mail is very trifling, and 
recent events have tended to show how dangerous it is for a Govern- 
ment to make postal contracts with a view to purposes of general utility. 
Ido not doubt that all multiplications of opportunities for correspondence 
are beneficial, but this is of course a question of degree, nor is it unim- 
portant to consider the bearing which our giving way in this case would 
possibly have on other demands in the Eastern seas.

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* As Secretary to the memorialists this was at once placed in 
our hands. We had an inward exultation that as the battle 
was to be fought on paper, and we had not to cope with the 
formidable rhetoric of Mr. GLapstone, the advantage was ours, 
and we entered the ranks with a right good will. 


On reading the passage which very unequivocally avers 
“that Government had never paid for a fortnightly mail to 
“China,” save under exceptional circumstances, it struck 
us that this was opposed to the facts of the case, and 
to this point we at once applied ourselves, fecling that 
if we could but put Mr. Grapstovz distinctly in the wrong on 
any cardinal point, our labour would bo well nigh ended. ‘To 
procure a copy of the Admiralty notice for tenders was but 
the work of a moment, and in that document we found the fol- 
lowing clauscs in reference to the mail service to Singapore, 
China, &c., which fully confirmed our belief :— 

“A line from Suez to Calcutta and Hong Kong and back monthly. 
‘This line will take the mails which have left England in the beginni 
each month, and will touch at Aden and Point de Galle, whence one 
will proceed by Madras to Catcutta, and another by Penang to Singapore 
and Hong Kong. 

“A similar line from Suez to Calcutta and Hong Kong and back 
monthly, conveying the mails which have left England in the middle of 
the month, and proceeding in like manner to Point de Galle, and thence 
by Madras to Calcutta, and by Penang to Singapore and Hong Kong.” 

Having become strong on a great point, we at once proceeded 
to answer the CHANCELLOR'S letter, as follows :— 








Rerty To THE Letter TO Mz, Gaecson rao THE CHANCELLOR 
or tHe Excnequan, Daren Qler Juxe, 1861. 


“The following facts will show that Government have paid for a fort- 
nightly service :— 

“Pursuant to the report and recommendation of the Parliamentary 
Committee of 1851, the Admiralty issued tenders for a full fortnightly 
communication between England and India and China, the tender of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Coinpany for all the services was accepted, and 
the Government paid for a fortuiyhitly mailto China for two years or more. 


“ It appears that the sudden outbreak of the Russian war leading to the 
impressment of a large number of the Peninsular and Oriental Company's 
ships, compelied the Company to seek some temporary relief on the China 
line, and the Government agreed tu reduce the service between Galle and 
China toa monthly instead of a fortnightly line, and to accept in liew 
thereof an extension of the monthly line from Hong Kong to Shanghai. 

“In 1857 the Company reduced the second line between Galle, or 
rather between Bombay and Hong Kong, thus re-establishing the fort- 
nightly line, and they likewise extended this line to Shanghai. 

“They subsequently (namely, in 1859,) urged upon the Government a 
claim for a subsidy for the service so performed, as the Government en- 
joyed all the privileges of the mail contract in respect thereof. 

“The justice of this claim was at length admitted, and at the close of 
1860 the Government awarded the Company £12,000 for the extra or 
fortnightly line for that year, and at the same time agreed to pay the 
Compeny £2,000 for each round voyage, or at the rate of £24,000 per 
annum for the fortuightly line for the first six months of 1861, say to the 
Jat of July, and then after, unless discontinued, upon two months" notice, 

“Although the junction of the China with the Indian mail service is 
effected at Galle, the Peoiusular and Oriental Company make Bombay 
their terminus, and the communities of Western India aud China rely on 
the postal communication so kept up. 


The circumstance that the fortnightly China line is connected directly 
with the Australian line at Galle must also tend to increase the postal re- 
ceipts of the branch, and it must be remembered that neither these nor 
the receipts for letters passing between Bombay und intermediate places 
and China are included in the amount of £12,0U0 referred to above. 

“It is necessary to throw light on one more point. The memorialists 
have reason to believe that it will not suit the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company to continue the service without a subsidy, and the reason is, 
fortunately, a very clear one. For the past seven yeara the merchants in 
the China trade have cowplained of the small boats on the Bombay and 
China line ; and the Company, in order to meet the growing trade, put on 
only a f w months since vessels of double the size, and, consequently, they 
would be able, with occasional exceptions, to convey the cargo offered by 
a boat once a month, but with the present small subsidy they are, we be- 
lieve, willing to run the risk of despatching two in the month, and thus 
Preserve the slalu quo so urgently needed by the memorialists. 

“It is also urged by the Australian merchants that when the Colonists 
agreed to pay £67,000 per annum towards the postal subsidy, they 
expected, among other advantages, that the existing arrangements for the 
mails to China woula continue, whereas, as explained in the memorial, 
their correspondence with China, Singapore, Java, Manila, &c., will be 
vexatiously delayed.” 

To this statement the following reply (also addressed to Mr. 
Gregson), was received from the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury :— 














“ Treasury Chambers, Slst July, 1861. 

“« Sir,—The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury have had 
‘under their consideration the memorials on the subject of the continuance 
of the second monthly mail with China, submitted by a deputation com- 
prising many persons of weight, which recently waited on the Chancellor 
‘of the Exchequer, and [am desired by their lordships to state to you that, 
on a full consideration of the statements contained in those memorials, as 








well as of the arguments advanced by the gentlemen comprising the depu- 
lation, they have determined on the re-establishment of ths service. 
« As, however, their lordships could not have acceded to the wishes of the 
memorialists without taking measures to relieve the public revenue of the 
i 


cost of this additional accommodati 
of one shilling being charged on 





» they propose to authorise a postage 
letters up to half an ounce, conveyed 
henceforth, between the United ;dom and China, and also between 
China and the Australian Colonies, in lieu of the present rate of sixpence. 

“Tam to add that their lordships have taken this step in the anticipation 
that the proceeds of the additional rate will in a great degree, if not wholly, 
meet the charge.—I am, sir, your obedient servant,

Our readers will now understand, what we perfectly under- 
stood at the time, why the CaaNceLtor took such pains to 
impress on the deputation that this application was virtually 
one for a vew subsidy; aud they will also perceive the very 
ingenious manner in which he introduced the ssving me- 
dium, We will repeat a paragraph of his speech, which we 
take from the report of the deputation which waited on him, 
aud which has already been given in full in a previous number :— 

“ Tt had been said that an increase in the rate of postage might obviate 
the difficulty, but he was not prepared to give an opinion on it. He 
should like the deputation to consider the question themselves.”” 

How beautifully innocent and yet how consummately clever ! 
‘We saw at once that the victory was ours, No man of Glad- 
stonian calibre ever temporises with what he does not intend 
to yield. The conclusion with him was a foregone one, and 
no doubt was this :—“I must yield to the reasonable and 
“sensible protest of the City merchants against a stoppage 
“of any part of the facilities to which they were accustomed 
previous to the extension of our trade by tho new Treaty. 
“This protest is so vexatiously logical, and so in accordance 
“with common sense, that it cannot be confuted. And yet, 
“if I give in to this addition to the national expenditure, the 
“ Witiamses of the House will make a terrible handle of it.” 
However, a difficulty with the CHaNceLLoR means only a thing 
to be overcome, and the following idea no doubt soon occurred 
to his fertile brain:—“The China merchants are rich and 
“iberal, and will not object to pay an increased postage. I 
“ will suggest it. This will be an admirable ‘and conclusive 
“answer to all the WILLIAMsEs in the House,—the China 
“ merchants pay for their second monthly mail.” 








The quiet way in which he offers his good offices 
with the Postwaster-Geserat is truly amusing — 

“If they liked he would write to the Postmaster-General and ask him 
in what shape ‘a practicable proposition could be made to him, and he 
would then write them on the subject.” 

Oh! for the genius of a Grapstons. Here he was on the 
horns of an uncomfortable dilemma, and with what grace and 
dignity docs he escape. We will venture to say that the 
public were not prepared for the next stage of the proceed- 
ings a8 communicated to us on the 17th ult., and given in 
The London and China Telegraph of that date, as noted above. 
After this decision, arrived at, be it understood, without any 
further pressure or efforts on the part of the memorialists, 
our readers will understand who originated the saving medium, 
and we caunot but admire the very statesmanlike manner in 
which Mr. Grapstoxe brought about this, to us, very happy 
result; for,as we have before said, we discard any consideration 
of the increased rate of postage, and we do this mainly because 
the public, or, rather, those interested, do not make the slight- 
est demur on that score. After a time, however, we shall feel 
it our duty to examine into this part of the matter, but we 
believe that for the present it is expedient to let “well alone.” 
We have been induced to extend our remarks in order to 
show the reasons which actuated us in withholding the various 
documents to which we have now alluded. When a great 
act is to be achieved it is not well to expose all the machinery 
by means of which it is accomplished. We also wish to explain 
that the gentlemen who formed the deputation did not deem 
it advisable to oppose many arguments to the assertions of the 
CHANCELLOR after he alluded to the possibility of an increased 
rate of postage meeting the difficulty. They could perceive in 
this the olive branch, and they evidently caught at it as a safer 
means, by far, of gaining their point than arguing with such a 
man as the CHANCELLOR on the merits of the case, and henco 
their comparative silence. 

In conclusion, we must say a word to thesmall minority who 
consider two mails a month unnecessary, and, in fact,a “bore,” 
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to use their own term. Fortunately, they did not impede the ne- 
gotiations of the memorialists by word or deed, and, consequently, 
‘we are the more able to respect their opinions. It is argued 
by this body that a semi-monthly mail is useless, since 
it creates no more business, but merely involves more corre- 
spondence and general office labour, inasmuch as their consti- 
tuents expect advices by cach mail of the state of the markets, 
&c., &. Now this looks very feasible, but, in the first place, the 
non-extension of commerce with an increase of communication 
is against all experience. Those engaged in the trade are 
aware that Hong Kong is the depot for the postal commuui- 
cation with all China and Japan. We will suppose what is a 
very likely occurrence, that the steamer with the mails from 
Japan, Shanghai, Foo-chow, &c., mects with an accident and 
does not reach Hong Kong in time for the steamer leaving 
with the mails for England, &c., or. as in the case of the Douro, 
the stcamer after leaving Houg Kong meets with a typhoon 
and becomes a wreck. ‘Iho mails, in either case, are thrown 
over a whole month. To makca retrograde movement in these 
days in such an important particular would be stepping bac 
into the days of the East India Compauy, and would open the 
door to the would-be monopolists. Even those whose means 
enable them to maintain their own steamers will be ready to 
acknowledge that on public grounds they should oppose any 
retrograde movement in the means of communication, since the 
proposed alteration would enable a few merchants in China to 
forestall their neighbours by gaining an earlicr knowledge of 
the state of the home market. 








SECOND MONTHLY MAIL TO PENANG, SINGAPORE, 
AND CHINA. 

The following is the notification issued from the Post-office 
with regard to the renewal of the fortnightly mail. The 
Treasury Warrant to the same effect will be found elsewhere:— 

“In consequence of the urgent applications made to Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government for the restoration of the second monthly 
service between this country and China, which was discon- 
tinued last month, it has been determined to re-establish this 
service, 

“Mails for Penang, Singapore, and China, will accordingly be 
made up in London on the morning of the 20th inst., for de- 
spatch, via Southampton, and on the evening of the 26th 
inst. for despatch via Marseilles, and thenceforward the mails 
will be despatched twice a month, as formerly, namely :— 
On the mornings of the 4th and 20th via Southampton, On 
the evenings of the 10th and 26th via Marscilles, 

“As the revenue derived from the correspondence conveyed 
by the line of packets between Point de Galle and Shanghai is 
insufficient to cover the cost of this double service, the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury have, by warraut, directed that 
the postage upon such correspondence shall be increased. 

“All letters, therefore, for Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, 
and all other parts of China, Japan, Java, the Philippine Islands, 
Labuan, Borneo, Siam, Sumatra, and the Moluccas, will in 
future be charged with the following rates of postage v

LAND COMMUNICATION BETWEEN INDIA AND CHINA. 

On the 25th July Sir Chatles Wood called attention in the 
House of Commons to the fact that a treaty had been made 
with the Rajah of Sikhim. This treaty would, he affirmed, 
give us a land communication between India aud China, not 





considering that this route would involve a mouutaiuous journey 
of 1,735 miles from our frontier, and of more than 2,100 
miles from Caleutta. The following letter from Mr. Sprye, 
inserted in Zhe Times of August 6, presents the matter 
in aclear light. Truly it would be passing strange if, when 
Western China is as it were within our reach through our own 
Pegu territory, we should attempt to gain commercial access to 
it across the Himalayas and Thibet :— 


« Sir,—In a recent speech, describing the improved system of govern- 
ing India, and its expected good results, in commerce and finance 
especially, the Secretary of State for India observed, in relation to the re 
cently-made treaty with the Himalayan Rajah of Sikhim, ‘that the terms 
come to with him included a road to be opened from our territory across 
Sikhim into Thibet, and the transit of goods into Sikhim and Thibet 
either at no duty at all or a very lowone, by which would be attained what 
had long been a great desideratum—a land communication between India 
and China." 

« As you have on more than one occasion noticed the proposal for com- 
mercially opening Western China by the natural, short, and easy route 
across Eastern Pegu from our port of Rangoon, and commented on the 
irrelevant reasons which the Foreign Secretary of State assigned last year 
to the Chambers of Commerce of Yorkshire, Lancashire, and Cheshire, 
for the Govemmment’s taking no action therein, you will perhaps permit 
me to offer afew facts respecting this boasted Government route for such a 
trade across Sikhim. In doing so I should state, perhaps, that before 
publicly recommending to our merchants in 1857 the Eastern Pegu 
youte to the \Vest of Cisina, my father and myself had devoted several 
years to collecting and studying all attainable information of each route 
by which inland China Proper can be approached by traders from the 
west—native, British, or Russian. The lines of road and passes from 
India, over the Himalaya mountain ranges and across Thibet, from the 
Hindoo Coosh, in the extreme north-west of our territory, to Burmah, 
on its extreme cast, we more particularly studied ; including the routes of 
Nepaul, Sikhim. Bhootan, and Assam, in which we were assisted by the 
travels ‘and reports, among others, of Turner, Griffiths, Pemberton, 
Hannay, Wilcox, M‘Culloch, Hodgson, and Hook 

“Mr. Hodgson, many years the Governor-General’s Resident at the 
Nepaulese Court, long since urged the native merchants of Calcutta to 
establish active trade with Thibet, &c. He addressed to the Government 
of India several instructive papers on the then state of trade between 
Bengal and Nepaul ; and some writings of his, containing very valuable 
geographical additions to what is in the works of Turner and other 
travellers in that part ofthe world, were printed at Calcutta in “ Selections 
from the Records of Bengal.” ‘They clearly show thata respectable traffic 
may be created, by patient native merchants, between Bengal and Thibet, 
and that we may thus commercially preoccupy ground in that part of 
Central Asia into which Russian aerehnts will otherwise advance from 
Kashgar, Ili, and Ta-bagati, As assisting such a trade with Thibet, the 
improved commercial relations with the Sikhim Rajah are therefore 
valuable, But whether the western half of China Proper can be reached 
by British merchants, with British goods in commercial quantities, across 
Sikhim, or by any other Himalayan route, the following facts may assist 
you to judge :— 

“The little State of Sikhim intervenes between Nepaul and Bhootan, 
and is crossed from west to east in its north and south regions by the same 
Himalayan ranges, with their numerous irregular and lofty spurs. It is 
the basin of the River Tishta; the Lachen and other feeders of which rise 
within its narrow limits right and left of that stream, which flows due south 
down the centre of Sikhitn, and is the dividing line between the central 
and eastera portions of the Himalaya. ‘The trading route up across its 
southern, middle, and northern regions, 1 have not the necessary papers 
and maps with me to detail ; but a tolerably correct opinion of it may be 
formed from a description of the land portion of the adjacent route between. 
our territory and ‘Tinbet across Nepaul, some of my notes on which are at 
hand. 

« By the Ganges and its tributary, the Ganduck, there is water carriage 
from Calcutta to Govindgunge, or the Ghaut of Ganduck, at the foot of 
the Southern region of the Himalayas. But at that point land carriage 
must commence, aud be continued the entire way through Thibet to 
Western China on the backs of bullocks, mules, or hill coolies, by daily 
stages, according to the steepness and nature of the roads. 

* At Govindgunge the merehandie has to be prepared for bullock ear- 
riaye, It can be so conveyed to Hitvunda, about 1U3 miles, in nine or 
tendays. At Hitvunda the goods have to be re-arranged for carriage by 
hill coolies to Katmandoo, a distance of about 47 miles, which is accom= 

lished in six or seven days. From Katmandoo the Pass of Konti, on the 

frontier of Thibet, is about 84 miles. Over this the merchandise has also 

to be carried by coolies, which ovcupies from eight to ten days. Thus 
from our frontier, at the foot of the Southern region of the Himalayas, to 
the Thibetan frontier, by Katmandoo, is about 236 miles transit across 
which, by bullocks and coolies, ovcupics twenty-four days, exclusive of 
halts. 

“From the Nepaulese frontier pass to Lhassa merchandise is carried on 
mules and ponies. ‘he route is through the Thibetan town of Shigatze, 
on the River ‘T'sanpon or Yaru, where the Painom falls into it. Its dis- 
tance from the pass is about 221 miles, which is traversed in 18 to 20 days. 
From Shigatze to Lhassais about 178 miles, and this occupies at least 12 
days more. ‘This gives a distance from the Konti Pass to Lhassa of 399. 
miles, capable of being traversed with merchandise in 30 days; and from 

carriage in India to the same city, a total distance of 635 
ing 54 days for the conveyance of goods. 
to the east of Nepaul, it is certainly so much nearer 
to Lhasa, The ditliculties of transporting merchandise across it are, how= 
ever, the same. if not greater, The narrow strip of mountain territory 
has on its north-east frontier the Chumulhari Peak, rising 24,000 feet 
above the sea; and on its north-west froutier the more lofty Kangchun, 
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which rises up fully 28,000 feet above the sea level. The Pass from 
Sikhim into Phibet is by the ravine of the Lachen stream, under the latter 
peak. From that pass the route to Lhassa is also via Shigatze, which is 
distant from the pass about 95 miles. 

“ Merchandise thus conveyed to the Thibetan capital has to be carried 
orward thence to Western China also on mules, ponies, and bullocks. 
The Abbé Hue, who travelled it in the best season of the year, and with 
every facility for good progress provided for him by the authorities at 
Lhaisa, occupied three mouths from that capital to Ta-Tsien-Leu, on the 
western frontier of China Proper. And his general description of the 
difficulties and perils of the route, after the first few days from Lhassa, 
makes it a wonder indeed how any trattic carried on across it can be made 
to pay, without even Chinese traders having to undergo for minimum 
profs the maximum of labour and fatigue. Thanks, however, to the 

ir. Hodgson before referred to, we have a more detailed account of the 
road from Lhassa to the West of China in his translation of the Itinerary 
of Kaji-Dalbanjan-Pandé, who was sent, in 1822, by the Mahi of 
Nepaul as Ambassador to the Court of Peking. This Itiverary, which is 
supported by another kept differently and much more briefly by an am- 
bassador sent from Katmandoo to Peking in 1817, shows the distance from | 
Lhassa to the Chinese frontier town of Ta-I'sien-Leu to be 468 Nepaulese 
oss, or 1,100 English miles. It took the well-mounted embaisy in the

berless other products of the Himalaya valleys, to be bartered for brick 
tea, Chinese crockery, and the articles 1 have enumerated above. 

“ Again, no circumstance that came under my observation in India so 
surprised me as the fact that upwards of 1,000 continuous miles of British 
frontier were closed to British trade and enterprise; a frontier, too, that 
divided countries more diverse as to their physical characters, their natural 
products, and consequently as to their several wants, than auy other two 
on the face of the globe. I have never ceased to urge, when opportunity 
offered, both in India and England. the importance of opening up this 
frontier by a route through Sikkim, believing as I do that the trade in tea 
between India and Thibet will eventually do more to benefit the latter 
country than, perhaps, any other whatever.”

LIFE IN JAPAN. 


The artist and correspondent of the Illustrated News in 
Japan is furnishing that journal with some interesting illustra- 
tions, accompanicd with notes. A letter from this writer ap- 
peared in the last number of the journal, descriptive of “ Life 
in Japan,” from which we extract the following paragraphs. 
His first sight of Nagasaki is thus described :— 

“ At night we went ashore to get our first impressions. Rather an odd 
time to choose, but it had the charm of novelty, and gave one a dream-like 
fevling in harmony with the occasion ; we jumped into a boat and went on 
shore. A musical native party on the water were singing, accompanying 
themselves on a guitar of the period. After stumbling about over a lot of 
stones we arrived in a strect paved with flags, and wooden cottages on each 
side ; all of a dingy brown, and missed the brilliant shop-signs of China. 
A curious shuifllug of straw sanduls and clacking of wooden pattens are 
sounds peculiarly characteristic of the country, and never to be forgotten ; 
the streets were crowded with young and old men, women, girls, and chil- 
dren ; every second party was singing the last favourite Japanese song, 
giving a grunt at the end of each verse most curious to hear a regular 
ugh! Every one looked slovenly in the extreme in their dressing-gowas. 
‘The girls had great sashes round their waists, tied up squarely behind. All 
turned in their toes, and nobody walked properly. Pastrycooks' stalls, 











nobo: 
beautifully neat, appeared now and then, and the venders, with nothing on 
but a bit of linen round their loins, were cutting away at the almond 
cakes most dexterously, ‘The shops were mostly open. and the men kneel- 
ing down on the mats were selling their goods. The floors were raised 
about a foot from the ground. A square wooden box, lined with metal, 
containing acharcoal fire tor boiling tea aad lighting pipes, was in every 
house. At night almost everybody carries a lantern. ‘The woodwork of the 
houses is remarkably neat, and the interiors wonderfully clean. Havin; 
finished our stroll we returned to bed, much gratified with what we hac 
seen.” 

Here is a glimpse of Nagasaki by daylight :— 

“ We went into a house where some Japanese men were enjoying them- 
selvea, eating and drinking saki, whilst some singing girls were playing 
They invited us to join them, which we did. In front of us 
was a beautiful garden, and rocks, trees, and flowers, an arbour, with a 
beautiful kind of labumum hung in clusters. Numbers of priests, with 
two swords, walked about the town. We saw a number of girls in mourn- 
ing (white dresses over red ones), and white handkerchiefs on their heads, 
and black scarfs round their waists ; also. an advertisement of a Japanese 
circus that is to come here at the bridge. The streets are remarkably 
clean, but there is not the brilliant colouring of China in them. The 
walks about here are exquisitely beautiful. I had breakfast one morning 
at @ tea-house—fish, rice, and fowls. Everything almost is lacquered 5 
they even put rice in black, lacquered boxes to carry about. A fireplace 
is sunk in the floor in the middle of the room. ‘The joss-places in the 
houses have white paper before them instead of red, as in China, and 
white lanterns. A curious thing here is to see the men with their blue 
and white towels tied round their heads, some of them being perfectly 
disguised, as nothing but the eyes are visible.” 














The writer, who, artist-like, has a keen eye for the pic- 
turesque, describes in very pleasant fashion the voyage to 
Kanagawa, and some of the attractions of that place and of 
Yokuhama, 

“On the Ist of May we started for Kanagawa through the inland sea- 
We were five days going, during which we passed the most exquisite 
scenery conceivable, Sometimes we p: through narrow passages 
wooded to the water's edge; at others the hills surrounded us, giving the 
sea the appearance of a lovely lake. We anchored at night two or three 
times. ‘The weather was magnificent. Now and then we met junks and 
fishing-boats. The sailors held up their hands above their heads and 
uttered a peculiar ery by way of salutation. We passed several forts in 
course of construction, built in the European style—with stone masonry, 
and grass on the top. One day we caught a glimpse of the high road to 
Yedo, with trees planted on both sides, On the 6th we arrived at 
Kanagawa, ‘The country was more open than at Nagasaki, but beautiful, 
Two Japanese war steamers lay in the harbour, and a fine European- 
looking fort defended Kanagawa. Yokuhama is on the lett of the bay as 
you look inland. — It is the place where the Europeans live. The streets 
are wide, and the houses are built of wood, something in the Swiss chalet 
style, with grey reofs relieved by white, so beautifully neat and finished 
that it ssa pleasure to look at them. ‘The shops have a most tempting 
display of lacquered ware and china. Now and then is a fireproof house 
built of mud that hardens; even the doors and windows are of mud 
and fine chipped straw. Then they are chunamed, and have a very nice 
appearance. We went to the Yokuhama Hotel, _ Most people here liveon 
the ground floor, and some of the rooms of the Europeans are furnished 
quite in English style. 

“Twas delighted with the foreign look of the place ; nothing European 
about it, The housesare all of wood on account of the earthquakes, But 
the strangest thing of all is to see the Japanese remove an entire house to 
a great distance on bamboo rollers and beams. Every few yards there 
are fire-buckets piled into a pyramidal shape, and look-outs with a big bell. 
‘Then there are the guardhouses and stands of European muskets. All the 
soldiers here are armed with them and pouch-belts. ‘They look picturesque 
when out for exercise with the curious hats, some like the top of an egg 
cut off, and others with lacquered Chinese-shaped ones. There area good. 
many Chinamen here. 

“ We visited a Japanese merchant's house. T never saw such a pattern. 
of cleanliness and finish as the interior of his apartments afforded. His 
wife handed us tea and cakes in a perfectly lady-like manner. In the 
room was a Japanese thermometer. We bade them adieu, and went over 
to Kanagawa, a nice little town. At the road-side tea-houses girls asked 
usin to take a cup of tea. One of them was so pretty and engaging that 
I gave her my pocket handkerchief, Here we saw a funeral, “The fol~ 
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lowers’ sword handles were done up in white paper. Having seen the 
holy mountain Fusivama, we walked back to Yokuhama through pretty 
lanes. The thatched cottages and a certain something in the women and 
their sociable smiling faces reminded me greatly of Manila. Story. 
tellers every afternoon stand at the corners of streets, The town boasts a 
theatre, and there are large bathing-rooms—the men's department being 











‘on one side, and the women’s on the other ; a ticket-taker is placed at | 


the door; and there are pigeon-holes for the clothes with tickets and 
number attached. The police walk about at night with their rings on an 
iron rod. The Japanese are much afflicted with skin diseases and the 
itch.” 

The finality clause is rather a damper after all the pretty 
things the writer has been telling us, but unfortunately it is 
only one fault among many which may be placed to the dis- 
credit of the Japanese. 


VISIT OF THE SIAMESE AMBASSADOR.

THE VICTORIA CROSS TO THE HEROES OF TAKU. 


The Queen has been graciously pleased to signify her intention to 
confer the decoration of the Victoria Cross on the undermentioned officers 
and soldiers, whose claims to the same have been submitted for Her Ma- 
jesty's approval, on account of acts of bravery performed by them in 
China on the occasion of the assault and capture of the North Taku 
Fort, on the 21st of August, 1860, as recorded against their several names 
avin 

Lieutenant ( now Captain) Robert Montresor Rogers, 44th Regiment 
(now of the 90th Regiment); Private John M‘Dougall (No. 220), 44th 
Regiment, and Lieutenant Edmund Henry Lenon, 67th Regiment, for 
distinguished gallantry in swimming the ditches and entering the North 
‘Taku Fort by an embrasure during the assault. ‘They were the first of the 
English established on the walls of the fort, which they entered in the 
order in which their names are here recorded, each one being assisted by 
the others to mount the embrasure. 

Lieutenant (now Captain) Nathaniel Burslem, 67th Regiment (now of 
the 60th Regiment), and Private Thomas Lane (No. 612), 67th Regi- 
ment, for distinguished gallantry in swimming the ditches of the,North Taku 
Fort, and ersevering in attempting during the assault, and before the en- 
trance of the fort had been effected by any one, to enlarge an opening in 
the wall, through which they eventuully entered, and in doing so, were 
both severely wounded. 

Ensign (now Licutenant) John Worthy Chaplin, 67th Regiment (now 
of the 100th Regiment), for distinguished gallantry at the North Taku 
Fort. This officer was carrying the Queen's colour of the regiment, and 
first planted the colours on the breach mad? by the storming party, as 
sisted by Private Lane, of the 67th Regiment, and subsequently on the ca- 
valier of the fort, which he was the first to mount. In doing this he was 
severely wounded. 

Hospital Apprentice Arthur Fitzgibbon, Indian Medical Establishment, 
for having behaved with great coolness and courage at the capture of the 
North Taku Fort on the 2lst of August, 1860. On the morning of that 
day he accompanied a wing of the 67th Regiment, when it took up a 
position within 500 yards of the fort. Having quitted cover, he pro- 
ceeded, under a very heavy fire, to attend to a dhoolie-bearer, whose 
wound he had been directed to bind up; and, while the regiment was 
advancing under the enemy's fire, he ran across the open to attend to 
another wounded man, in doing which he vias himself severcly wounded. 
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Tue “ Warntor.”—On the 8th inst. the Warrior hoisted her pennant 
at last, and made her first brief voyage from Blackwall to Greenhithe. 
Beyond the mere fact of its being the first voyage there was not much of 
interest in the proceeding. She had the assistance of many powerful 
tugs, was under steam herself, and answered her helm so readily as to be 
always completely in hand. With such aids, notwithstanding the 
very strong wind and sharp turns in the river, she proved as manageable 
as a penny steamboat, and within two hours of the time of her leaving the 
Victoria Dock was quietly swinging to her anchor a little above Graves- 
end. ‘There was an almost total absence of curiosity to witness her de- 
parture from the docks, and, in fact, very few at ali ventured to brave 
the gusts of wind and torrents of rain that swept across the river like 
banks of mist throughout all the early parts of the day. ‘This lack of 
interest, however, was evidently due solely to the wretched weather, 
Precisely at haif-past one, the tide in the river having risen to the level 
of the water in the docks, a regular team of steam tugs made fast to the 
Warrior's stern, and, the gates being opened, went blustering and splash- 
ing out into the Thames, towing the massive, black, and ominous-lovking 
ship stern foremost after them. As she cleared the dock gates the ensigns 
and pennant were run dp, the band of the Marines playing “ Rule Bri- 








tannia.” No cheering was attempted, for there was plenty to be done at 
once, as the force of the tide and’wind came full on her broadside, and 
in spite of all the sturdy efforts of the tugs began to drift her up the 
stream. The tugs made a gallant struggle for but in vai ind if 
the Warrior herself had not been in working order with her engines, 
she might have gone much further up the river than would have been 
either safe or convenient. As it was, a very few turns of her gigantic 
screw, which seemed to stir up the very bottom of the ‘Thames, soon 
checked her progress, and sent her into the middle of the river, facing 
fair down the stream. Once in this position, no further difficulty was 
experienced. The engines worked with an ease which, considering their 
immense size and newness, was almost marvellous. Not a single 
required alteration, easing, or even adjustment of any kind whatever. 
‘The greatest presrure of steam in the boilers at any time was 21 
pounds, but as a rule itwas kept below this, The greatest number 
of revolutions obtained, or, more properly speaking, allowed 
per minute yesterday was fily-<ight, and at this all worked as 
smoothly and quietly as when the screw was scarcely turing. This 
number of revolutions was required only once, and that merely for a minute 
or two, toturn the Warrior astern. At full speed at sea the engines will 
make sixty-two revolutions per minute, which will give her a speed of 

of eighteen knots. Allowing as much as one-sixth of this for 
ip" (in the case of the Warrior the slip is not expected to exceed 
one-eighth), we shall have a speed of fifteen knots—a speed which no 
man-of-war in the world comes within a knot an hour of. As far as can 
be judged at present there is every prospect of the Warrior making even 
more than this great relocity je her trial trip neat month. All that now 
remains to be done to the Warrior is in the way of internal fittings, her 
rigging and hull are complete. ‘The outside as it shows now, is the very 
perfection of workmanship, the plates fitting in with the smoothness of a 
coat of varnish. It is impossible to detect with the eye where any join is 
made, 

Her Majesty bas been pleased to confer the Knighthood of the new 
Indian Order upon Lord Combermere and Sir George Pollock—two 
veterans whose services in India, as those of men now living, scem scarcely 
credible. Lord Combermere, before he entered upon the theatre of his 
principal exploits m the Peninsula, served with Wellington, then Colonel 
Wellesley, against Tippoo Sultan, and was “especially distinguished” at 
the battle of Mallavelly, fought in 1799. After a long career of success 
in Europe he returned to India, and gained fresh honours by the siege and 
storm of Bhurtpore in 1826. Sir George Pollock did not, indeed, earn 
his first distinction in the last century, but he served under Lord Lake at 
the battle of Deig end the capture of Bhurtpore in 1805, in the first war in 
Nepaul, in the first war in Burmah, and in command of the army which 
relieved Sir R. Sale and avenged the disasters of Cabul in 1841. 

‘The new regulations for the better guidance and management of the mil 
tary hospitals came into operation this week. ‘The organisation of all 
general hospitals will in future include governor or commandant, a prin- 
cipal medical officer, an apothecary, a purveyor, a paymaster, a captain of 
orderlies, and a superintendent of nurses, where nursesare employed. ‘The 
appointment of governor or commandant of the hospital at Woolwich has 
been conferred on Colonel R. Wilbraham, C.B., the Assistant Adjutant-

purveyor; and Captain Hawtree, from the Medical Hospital at Fort Pitt, 
Chatham, the captain of orderlic 

‘A medical officer serving in China writes to the Army and Navy 
Gazelte— I complain that, so far as the pay of medical staff-officers ig 
concerned, the Queen’s Warrant of October, 1858, has been declared null 
and void, or rather, having been received and acted on, has been abro- 
gated by local board, and that in consequence staff-surgeon-majors, staff- 
surgeons, and astistant-surgeons, over six years’ service, have reccived less, 
and sometimes leas by one-half, than any other officers in China, both 
during and afier the past campaign; and that some among my seniors in 
the department have received less, and sometimes less by onc-half than 
juniors serving under them, or even than juniors of the rank beneath 
them.”

The gallant 
admiral was the son of Rear- Admiral Robert C. Reynolds, who was lost 
in the St, George, 98, on returning home from the Baltic in December, 
1811, and was bom in 1785. s 

In consequence of the amalgamation of the Royal and Indian services 
we have already noticed the appointment of a number of Indian artillery 
officers to do duty at Warley and at Woolwich, and we have now to men- 
tion that Lieut.-Colonel Streatley, of the Bengal Engineers, has been ap+ 
pointed to do duty at Gosport under Colonel Gordon, Royal Enginecrs, 
and has joined to commence the duties of his appointment. 

On Thursday last notices were sent round from the Admiralty to the 
Thames Iron Works, Messrs. Samuda, Mr. Mare, Mr. Wigram, Mr. 
Laird, Messrs. Palmer, Mr. Napier, and Messrs, Westwood and Bailie, 
asking tenders for building three more irow frigates. These vessels are 
to be 2U feet longer and 154 inches broader than the Warrior cla ide

Captain Charles Eden, C.B., 
one of the Lords of the Admiralty, is now the senior captain for promotion. 

‘We regret to learn the death of Colonel George F. Mylius, at the 
Royal Hibernian Military School. Colonel Mylius acquired the respect 
and esteem of all who knew him, and by his death the institution of which 
he was the governor will sustain a severe loss, He entered the army in 
1824, and served with the 26th in the operations in China in 1841. 

Rear-Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B.. has arrived from the Cape- 
It is reported in naval circles that the gallant officer denies that he ten- 
dered his resignation to the Lords of the Admiralty, but states that he» 
was ordered home from his command. The popularity of Rear-Admiral 
Sir Henry Keppel and his late Flag-Captain in the navy is generally ad- 
mitted, and it is, therefore, to be regretted that the Admiralty did not 
sanction their return to England in the Forte, instead of handing her 
over to strange officers, The consequences, as might easily have been 
foreseen, have been of a most untoward character. By last accounts 
from the station we hear that no less than eighty seamen had run from 
the ship. The petty officers were also dissatisfied, and we hear that, prior 
to the arrival of the Emerald with the new Admiral, they prepared Sir 
Henry for the events which have since occurred, although, as might have 
been anticipated, Sir Henry used his best endeavours to induce them to 
maintain the discipline of the ship. 

Several soldiers, wearing the Chinese medal, with a sort of tea-chest 
cypher on it, have been seen about Paris, They vem in good health, 
but state that no matter what they suffered from the climate in China, it 
was as nothing compared to what they endured on board of the transports 
bringing them home. 

‘The Cirque Imperial, which is the Astley’s of Paris, is at present re- 
Presenting the taking of Peking. Some of the scenes are most gorgeous, 
especially the Summer Palace and the dream of the opium-eater. The 
late correspondent of The Times, poor Bowlby, with very questionable 
taste, plays a prominent part. Everywhere where the fire is hottest he is 
taking his notes. The piece itself is great rubbish, but the Cirque only 
aims at scenic effect.

FRENCH TROOPS FOR COCHIN CHINA. 

Accounts from Toulon state that nine hundred marines urrived there 
on the 9th inst. from the northern ports, to be embarked for Cochin 
China with the least possible delay, The staff officers of the steam 
frigates Vauban and Descartes have been likewise ordered to embark for 
the same service, together with a fourth lieutenant. The steam Eigiies 
are, consequently, to be laid up in ordinary. One hundred and forty 
apprentice artillerymen are to be embarked at Toulon for Alexandria, and 
are to be exchanged there for an equal number of artillerymen serving on 
board the French fleet on the coast of Syria, who are to be brought from 
Beyrout by the steam corvette Caton, ‘The artillerymen will then pro- 
ceed to Cochin China. 

A NoveL PUNKAI, intended for the Governor-General of India has 
been constructed by Mr. Bruce, late 33rd Regiment. It consists of a 
large gilt eagle, having the natural wings of this bird attached to it. Itis 
suspended from the ceiling, and, being wound up like an ordinary clock, 
the wings are kept fanning for twenty-four hours, 

Mr. Latxe, who, in consequence of a severe attack of illness, was. 
compelled to vacate his post of Financial Minister in India, has returned 
home with his health much improved. 








Monetary and Commercial.

The Stock Exchange appointed the 
Sthinst for a settlement, which was duly executed. A call of 
£1 0s. per share is to be paid on the shares by the 10th 
Sept Contracts have been made with Messrs. Laird and Sons, 
to build six steamers. 

At the mecting on the 7th inst. of tho Mediterranean Exten- 
sion Tclegraph Company the directors’ report was agreed to. It 
refers to the improved position of the undertaking, and to the 
likelihood of a further augmentation of its business, owing to 
the approaching completion of the Malta and Alexandria line. 
‘The dividends on the preference shares will be paid as usual, 
but the directors cannot at present recommend any payment 
on the original shares. The explanations given appeared to 
afford satisfaction. ‘The cables between Corfu and Otranto, aud 
between Malta and Sicily, continue in excellent working order. 
Any further attempt to restore the original line to Cagliari is 
abandoned for the present. Greater speed and regularity will 
shortly be attained in the transmission of messages to Engiand, 
by the completion of a new wire for the special use of the com- 
pany and the establishment of two new translating stations.
